called the equinoxes, because the days 
and nights are then equal, and the 
points midway between the equinoxes 
are the solstices, because the sun then 
seems to star 1 still for a few days. 

The ecliptic is so called because 
eclipses occur only when the moon is 
crossing it or is near it, for the 
moon's orbit cuts the ecliptic in two 
points, called nodes or knots, and at 
other times is above or below it. Il 
the moon when in either node, is in 
line with the sun and the earth we 
have an eclipse, either total or annu- 
lar. If she i. near her node we have 
a partial eclipse. 

The moon's nodes are not station- 
ary, but move backward on the moon's 
orbit, completing a revolution in 
about. nineteen years, when the eclip- 
ses of the period recur in the same 
order and at about the same intervals 
as before. This period of eighteen 
years and eleven days is called the 
saros. It was known to the Chal- 
deans and the Greeks and gave them 
thelr data for computing eclipses, 

Any intelligent person can trace the 
gun's ‘path in the heavens. If the 
gun rises exactly in the east and sets 
ip the west it is the time of the equin- 
oxes. If the sunrise and sunset 
points are farthest south and the sun 
is very low in the avens at roonday 
it is the time of the winter e-‘astice.

The Speed of Light 
The first astronomer to satisfact- 


was Ole Roemer, a Scandinavian scl- 
entist, who read his immortal paper 
on this subject before the Academy at 
Paris 238 years ago. Roemert's cal- 
culations cnd conclusions have stood 
the test of time and subsequent in- 
vestigations on all important points. 
Knowledge as to the velocity of light 
was of tremendous importance to as- 
tronomical science, since it enabled 
astronomers to accurately estimate 
the enormous distances with which 
their science deals. Roemer found 
that light travelled at the rate of 
186,000 miles in a second. The sun, 
being distant from the earth 92,000,000 
miles, flashes light to us.in eight min- 
utes and fourteen seconds. Yet the 
sun is a near neighbour compared with 
the so-called fixed stars which in real- 
ity move with inconceivable velocity, 
although the most powerful telescopes 
will not show that velocity as any- 
thing but rest. Beyond the out- 
skirts of our. insignificant solar sys- 
tem are other systems, and beyond 
them still others, so far as the sight 
of man, aided by instruments, may 
bridge the ghastly chasm of the in- 
finite. Distarces beside which the 
immense line stretching from earth to 
sun is an invisible point are now 
measured by means of Roemer’s epo- 
P discovery as to th- velocity of 
ght.

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Harry K. Thaw 
Wins First Round in Battle 
With’ Officials of New 
York State. 


" Sherbrooke, Que., Aug. 27. Harry 
K. Thaw won three victories from 
the New York authorities to-day 
and was locked to-night in the Sher- 
brooke ‘jail, immune for the time 
being from the Dominion immigra- 
tion officers, after having received 
from the townspeople of Sherbrooke 
an ovation. 

So riotous was the scene in the 
Superior court when, at the morning 
session, Mr. Justice Globensky re- 
fused to allow council representing 
New York stute to be a party to the 
proceedings, that the court subseq- 
uently warned spectators that a 
repetition of the cheering, chair- 
climing, handkerchief waving and 
general hysteria, would be jail sent- 
ences for,the demonstrants. 

The three points in which Thaw’s 
lawyers were successful in their first 
legal skirmish were: 

1. New York State” were denied 
the right to bea party to the pro- 
ceedings in court. 

2. Counsel] for the State failed in 
their efforts to have Thaw arraigned 
before a magistrate and the commit- 
ment on which he is held quashed. 
This would have released him to the 
immigration officers. 

3. Judge Globensky granted the 
plea of Thaw’s counsel for a discon- 
tinuance of the writ of habeas cor- 
pus which might have brought about 
his release to-day. This remedied 
a strategic blunder made by Thaw’s 
attorneys last week, who apparently 
did not realize that in seeking their 
client’s release they were playing 
into their opponent’s hands. 

From his cell Thaw issued the 
folldwing statement: 

**May I acknowledge the fair play 
accorded by everyone since. my ar- 
rival in Canada, and express my 
gratitude for the sympathy shown 
by Canadian people in my present 
struggle to regain my liberty, and to 
thank [especially"all the Canadians 
that I have come in personal con- 
tact with. It is much better than I 
deserve, and entirely, at variance 
with the malice shown. in. New 
York.’’

PRICE OF WHEAT 
AND“RECIPROCITY 


What Good Would American Markets 
Have Been to Canada This 
Past Year? 


Winnipeg wheat prices have been 
as much as ten cents a bushel above 
the Minneapolis quotations for the 
same grade of grain. Either there is 
a glut of wheat on the United States 
market, and, therefore, no market for 
Canadian wheat there, or Minneapolis 
cannot hold a candle to Winnipeg as 
a transfer market to the ultimate 
European consumer. In truth, there 
is an admixture of both conditions. 
There is assuredly no market for Can- 
adian wheat for consumption in the 
United States. The country exports 
too much of its own—wheat to permit 
of that. And, with absolute equality 
at the Buropean port of entry, there 
is a big advantage in-favor of Canada 
as the point of exit. Reciprocity 
would not have mended our market, 
but marred it. 

During 1911-12 a revival of United 
States exports of wheat and wheat as 
flour took place, which has continued 
into the year just cloging. A year ago 
these amounted to 79,691,404 bushels, 
and for the ten months to date this 
crop year they have totalled 121,000,000 
bushels. Assuming that the last two 
months of this year will witness pro- 
portional exports, the total for the 
year will be about 145,000,000 bushels. 
This is considerably heavier than any 
year since 1907-08. The trade has yet 
to learn what 1913-14 will bring, and 
it promises to break all records and 
to make the United States less than 
ever a market for Canadian wheat. 

Commenting upon the proposal in 
the United States Sepate to free-list 
Canadian wheat, The St. Paul Pioneer 
Press of May 28th said: “The Ameri- 
can millers do not want the duty on 
wheat. The American farmer does 
not need it. Despite the efforts made 
by some politicians to convince him 
that they are doing him a favor by 
insisting on protection, the farmer 
will not worry about competition with 
wheat that was selling in Winnipeg 
yesterday at 97%c while the high 
point in Minneapolis yesterday was 
9l1%c." For a year past Western 
Canadian wheat prices have generally 
ruled higher than Western American 
wheat prices, and this year the United 
States is going to have an avalanche 
ef wheat for export,

SYNSOPIS OF CANADIAN NORTH- 
WEST LAND REGULATIONS 


ANY person who is the sole head of a 
family, or any male over 18 yearseld, 
may homestead a quarter section of ayail- 
able Dominion land in Manitoba, Sask- 
atchewan or Alberta. The applicant 
must appear in person at the ‘nearest 
Dominion Lands Agency or Sub-agency 
for the district. Entry by proxy may be 
made at any agency, on certain condi- 
tions by father, mother, son, daughter, 
brother or sister of intending homesteader 


Duties.—Six months’ residence upon 
and cultivation of the land in each of 
three years. A homesteader may live 
within nine miles of his homestead on a 
farm of at least 80 acres solely owned and 
occupied by him or his father, mother, 
son, daughter, brother or sister. 


In certain districts a homesteader in 
good standing may pre-empt a quarter- 
section alongside his homestead. Price 
$3.00 per acre, 


Duties-—Must reside upon the hoime- 
stead or pre-emption six months in each 
of six years from the date of homestead 
entry (including the time required to 
earn homestead patent) and cultivate 
fifty acres extra. 


A homesteader who has exhausted his 
homestead right and cannot obtain a pre- 
émption may enter for a purchased home- 
stead in certain districts. Price $3.00 
por acre. Duties.—Must reside six 
months in each of three years, cultivate 
fifty acres and erect a house worth

BIRDS AND BEACON LIGHTS. 


Bevices to Save the Feathered Emi- 

grants From Slaughter. 
The life saving lighthouse has be- | 
come a death dealing instrument for 
wigratory birds. The feathered emi- 
grants, attracted and blinded by the 
light, either dash themselves against 
the glass and masonry or fly round and 
round the tower till they drop from ex- 
haustion. 

So wholesale has their slaughter be- 
come that inventors have set to work 
to devise means for safeguarding: the 
birds. To give some idea of the necés- 
sity for such contrivances instances 
where actual count was made of the 
birds killed may be of interest. 

One Breton lighthouse killed 500 
woodcock in one night. In November 
at Barfleur 1,800 woodcock were killed 
in four nights besides 8,000 birds of 
other kinds. Their dead bodies covered 
the rocks, 

A device adopted by a Friesland 
lighthouse consists of a_ herizontat 
wheel from which hangs a loose net- 
work which catches the birds, thus 
preventing their fall to the rocks. 

But Professor Thysse has invented a 
life saving device which so far has 
been found to be the most effective of 
them all. It is’a sort of wooden spider 
web and forms a resting place for the 
birds. They go to sleep comfortably 
for the night and in the morning are 
ready to continue their flight. This 
wooden web may be seen in north Hol- 
land on the tower of the Terschilling 
lighthouse. In one night alone 2,000 
cbaffinches and larks slept in the web 
around the light, and on another night 
3,000 fieldfares occupied the same lodg- 
ing bouse.—Harper’s Weekly, 


PRINTING POSTAGE STAMPS. 
OO 
A New Machine That Will Revolution- 
ize the Whole Business. 

Millions of dollars will be saved the 
goverument by the use of a newly de- 
vised stamp printing machine. The 
apparatus is scheduled to turn out a 
mile of postage stamps every five 
minutes. It was designed by Benja- 
min R. Stickney. There will be a sav- 
ing of 57 per cent in the production 
cost of stamps. . 

This bnew machine, which prints, 
gums, dries. perforates and eitber cute 
into sheets or winds into coils 12,000 
stamps ip one minute, will save the 
governiwent several million dollars in 
the cost of stamps alone Ip the course | 
of a few years, The bureau of engrav- | 
ing and privting now turns out 40,000,- | 
000 stamps daily, but with the use o 
the new machine and because of the 
increased demand it will be able to 
manufacture many more millions a 
day. 

Previously it bas been necessary to 
wet stamp paper to get an impression 
from the engraved tink covered plate, 
but Mr, Stickney has made it possible 
to do away with the band wetting 
process and to substitute dry printing. 
Mr. &tickney's Invention will tevolu- 
tionize plate printing, which hereto- 
fore bas involved much manual labor 
and time. Now stamps can be printed 
perfectly from a roll of paper at bigh 
apeed.—New York World.\.

The recen, trooping of the colors 
before King George in London recalls 
a “storm in a teacup” years ago, in 
which King Edward, the late Duke of 
Cambridge, and Lord Wolseley were 
involved. It was shortly after the 
«ke had retired from the comman- 
der-in-chief, and the question arose 
between himself and Lord Wolseley, 
his successor, as to who should take 
the salute at the trooping of the colors 
on Queen Victoria’s birthday. The 
duke contended that he vag still en- 
titled to the privilege, while Lord 
Wolseley insisted that it was the right 
of the -commander-in-chief.

Balconies Over Store Fronts. 


An interesting proposal for relieving 
the congestion in London’s | streets 
and for safeguarding pedestrians is 
one put forward by a big hotel engi- 
neer. He advocates the construction 
of wide balconies at a level above 
the average store front and the provi- 
sion of bridges at street junctions and 
traffic centres. In some avenues these 
balconies might be so constructed as 
to reduce the width of the present 
sidewalk, so as to give more scope 
for autos and surface cars and other 
traffic. 

The fact that hardly any two con- 
secutive buildings in London’s exist 
ing streets have a common level for 
their first floor makes the introduce 
tion of any such scheme of balconies 
exceptionally difficult.

When the day arrives 
that escalators are economically pos- 
sible for general use, then may be 
the time for a more serious considera.

The bacon 
should be of a delicate brown when 
cooked. Have ready some oblong slices 
of toasted brown bread, butter them 
well and trim the sides to the size of 
the bacon.

CROP ROTATION FOR 
THE DAIRY FARM 


As dairymen ft f® necessary for us 
to pause and consider the farm Itxelf 
and bow we can best produce the nee 
essary feeds before we even cume to 
the care and keeping of the dairy cow 
berself, writes H. U. Daniels. Fullow- 
ing is a brief history of crop and soll 
cunditivus upon our Connecticut farm: 
Twenty-four years ago this farm did 
not produce bay enough to feed five 
cows, a yoke of oxen and one horse. 
‘Hay bad tu be purchased each spring. 
Upon attending farmers’ meetings in- 
terest was awakened, and we began to 
study the analysis of feeis and fer 
tilizers. 

We opened up the dairy business and 
had tu buy more cows, and then we 
{ mad more cows than we could feed. 


The illustration shows the udder 
of a dairy cow that comes near to 
the ideal. It belongs to Valdessa 
Scott 11., a pure bred Holstein, the 
first cow in the world to produce 
# pounds of butter in one week. 
Her record is 10886 pounds of milk, 
6% butter fat in one day; seven 


days, 696.1 milk, 41.87 butter fat; 
thirty Gays, 24,9339 milk, 166.48 butter 
fat. Valdessa Scott il. is owned by 


Bernhard Meyer, Finderne stock 
farms, Finderne, N. J.. She has a 
daughter, Vaidessa Ormsby De Kol, 
who has a two-year-old record of 
23.78 pounds of butter tn seven days. 


So we bought standing grass and later 
on heard abvut the silo and put one 
in, growing the curn necessary to Gill it 
We were the laughing stock of all the 
neighbors, but witb silage we made 
more milk than before aud have since 
added more silus until we have today 
875 tuns capacity and pliant thirty-five 
acres tu corn. 

We began by raising corn year aftes 
year on the same land. It was near 
the barn, and we did not want to baul 
the fodder so fur, but after a time we 
found we were not getting as gvod re 
sults. A man who visited us suggested 
tbat we sow clover on the corn tand 
and raise our corn somewhere else, and 
we finally decided to du it We have 
tried clover fur ensilage, aud it is even 
better for feeding than when made 
into hay, especiully the clover rowep 
or second crop. If the weather is wet 
and the clover hay cannot be cured 
put it in the silo Clover silage will 
tide you over July and August, whep 
the pastures dry up and the most crith 
cal period of milk production is af 
hand. 

Twenty loads of stable manure op 
clover sod make an excellent founda- 
tiom for the corn crop, and such sod 
will raise twenty-five tons of coru to 
the acre. After burvesting the corn we 
do not touch the land tn the fall if the 
ground is level; if billy we sow win- 
ter rye. We do not plow the land ip 
the spring, but cut it all. ap witb a cut- 
away barrow avd sow two bushels 
oats, six quarts red clover, two quarts 
alsike and three quarts timothy witb 
a drill. Liime is also used before sow- 
ing the seed and sown witb a drill 
This gives us in the second year a crop 
of oat bay whicb is fully as good for 
milk production as mixed hay and e 
second crop of clover. 

’ The third year we have 4 solid crop 
of clover. Olover is tov solid a crop te 
go toto the silo alone. it bas not sugar 
enough in it to preserve it well, and we 
like to have some timotby in it, as that 
supplies the necessary sugar and sup 
plements what the clover lacks. This 
clover sod is used for our corn crop, 
and to this way we plow up the entire 
tillable area every three years.

Facts of Great Structures Across the 
: Tay and Forth 


Not the least of the extraordinary 
feats of the redoubtable bridge-build- 
-er, Sir William Arrol, was-the fact 
that at one time he carried on two 
such gigantic contracts as the Tay 
and Forth Bridges. It was a striking 
tribute to his great powers of organi- 
zation and to his genius for engineer- 
ing on a mammoth scale. The con- 
struction of the Tay Bridge was only 
half-finished when he made a start 
with the gigantic undertaking which 
now spans the Firth of Forth, from 
the designs of Sir John Fowler and 
Sir Benjamin Baker. Over a_ year 
was spent in the preliminary prepar- 
ations alone—the designing and mak- 
ing of special plant, the erection :f 
workshops on shore and the thousands 
and one things essential to the success 
of such a large scheme. The cost of 
temporary plant ran to half-a-million 
sterling, and included thirty steam 
eid other barges, tugs, launches anl 
boats, sixty steam cranes and winches, 


fifty hydraulic cranes, forty-eight 
steam engines ari hydraulic jacks, 
hand-cranes and drillin.; ma- 


chines almost innumerable; not to 
mention. one million cubic feet of tim- 
ber and sixty miles of wire. The 
enormous nature of this engineering 
wonder of the world may be gathered 
from the following figures: The total 
length is over a mile and a half, and 
consists of two spans, each nearly a 
third ef a mile long; two spans of six 
hundred and seventy-five feet each. In| 
the piers there are about one hundred 
and tweaty thousand cubic yards of 
masonry, and in the super-structure 
over forty thousand tons of steel and 
some fifteen thousand tons of fron. 
The building of the Tay Bridge was 
an opportunity for a display of his 
engineering genius which the ambit- 
ious bridgemuker eagerly welcomed. 
A rigorous examination revealed the 
old foundations to be insecure, and it 
was decided: to build an entirely new 
bridge a short distance farther up the 
river. Within five years from its 
commencement—1882 to 1887—a_ re- 
markable erection, over two miles in 
length, and constructed at a cost of 
seven hundred and fifty thousand 
pounds, spanned the estuary, a struct- 
ure strong enough to defy the flercest 
gale that ever blew. It was the 
greatest engineering triumph of the 
age, until it was eclipsed by a great- 
, er—the Forth Bridge.

ONTARIO WOOD SUPPLIES 


_— 


Light Thrown on Forest and Trade 
Conditions by New Government 
Bulletin 


Over 1200 wood-using industries in 
Ontario contributed the data for a bul- 
letin on this industry now being is- 
Sued by the Forestry Branoh, Ottawa. 
Thirty four different kinds of wood 
are being used by these industries 
and the detailed information regard- 
ing the various uses to which such 
woods are put, should be of consider 
able value not only to the manufact- 
urer by showing new means of waste 
disposal, but also to the house holder 
by indicating what native woods are 
best fitted to replace the more expen- 
sive imported stock, for interior de- 
coration, furniture and flooring. 

The bulletin also shows incidental- 
ly the increasing poverty of Ontario 
with regard to the more valuable work 
woods. Almost half of the thirty- 
four kinds of wood used are obtained 
principally from outside sources and 
three and one half million dollars are 
annually sent out of the province for 
imported wood stock. The imported 
oak alone costs one million six hun- 
dred thousand dollars annually, for 
this tree has become commercially 
extinct in Ontario while the hickory 
and chestnut groves of southern On- 
tario have also, almost entirely dis- 
appeared, Bven good clear white 
pine is becoming hard to obtain and 
ita market value is steadily rising for 
it represents twenty one per cent 
of the total wood consumption in On- 
tarlo for industrial purposes.

Farmers 
Information 
Bureaus. 


There is an agitation asking for 
the establishment of three offices in 
Alberta, located one in the north, 
one in the south, and one in the 
centre of the province, at which 
offices farmers of this province could 
be supplied with information as to 
market conditions and the prices 
throughout Alberta and the. Domin- 
ion, the Lethbridge Board of Trade 
has passed a resolution which will 
be forwarded to Ottawa. 

The action of the Leth bridge board 
was called to the attention of the 
council of Calgary Board of Trade 
at the beginning of this week, when 
a copy of the resolution in question 
was received, together with’a request 
that the Calgary board take steps to 
endorse the Lethbridge movement 
and send a resolution to that effect 
to the Minister of Agriculture at 
Ottawa. : 

Although believing that the idea 
was a good one, opinion was divided 
among the members of the council 


as to whether this matter should be 


undertaken by the provincial or the 
dominion departmentsofagriculture, 
and as a result of. this difference of 
opinion the matter will come before 
the full board at the next general 
meeting. 


Mosquito Extermination. 


During the last two decadés a 
variety of methods have been tried 
with a view to exterminating the 
mosquito in various parts of the 
United States. In addition to being 
a source of irritation and discomfort 
the insect is also a menace to health 
as it spreads malaria,. The pest has 
always heen particularly bad along 
the New Jefsey coast, as it breeds 
by millions in the salt marshes ad- 
jacent to the sea. 

The first method which offered 
any prospect of success was the ap- 
plication of oil to the stagnant bodies 
of water, This, however, was found 
to be very expensive, and succeeded 
in effecting only a partial relief. 
The secret of the only permanent 
remedy has been found to lie in the 
draining of the marshes, ‘This has 
been carried on at Staten Island 
under the direction of competent 
engineers, and as a result, the mos- 
quitos have been almost extermin- 
ated, 

In the case of stagnant !nland 
waters, oil can be.used to good effect 
or the depressions can be filled in, 
Before this method of fighting the 
mosquito was adopted the cases of 
malaria in one year on Staton Is- 
land numbered 120, Subsequent to 
the draining of the marshes the 
number of cases reported was two. 
The figures speak for themselves.

U.F.A. Employment Bureau.

Secretary Woodbridge, who is in 
charge of the Employment Bureau 
of the United Farmers of Alberta, is 
breaking a record every day in the 
matter of sending harvesters into the 
grain fields. Since the present har- 
vest commenced the hard-working 
secretary has furnished thousands of 
farmers all over Alberta with men, 
be has supplied employment for 
more than 3,000, and expects to do 
the bulk of his business during the 
next few days. The cheap rate of 
one cent. per mile, made by the 
Canadian Pacific to take care of the 
harvest situation, will expire with 
August 30th. 

The farmers as a rule made ap- 
plication to Secretary Woodbridge 
over the long-distance telephone, 
and so well as he organised his 
bureau that at closing time on Tues- 
night he had only 25 more men on 
his list than the farmers have asked 
for. 

Practically a)l this labour is from 
Calgary.
